3. Of the Estimate of the Public Revenue, and Expenditure for the year 1824, 


It will be perceived, that the actual receipts of the year 1823, agree, substan- 
tially, with the estimate presented in the lastannual report. The only deficien- 
cy i§ in the proceeds of the public lands; and that is understood to have been the 
consequence of an expectation, generally entertained, that the lands which were 
relinquished under the act of the 2d of March, 1821, and.which are supposed to 
present the strongest inducements to purchasers, would be brought into market 
early in the ensuing year; with respect to the customs, howé¢ver, the anticipations 
that bad been formed, both as to the circumstances which were calculated to 
have an influence upon their productiveness, and as to the results, have been 
completely realized. It is believed, therefore, that data founded upon the same 
principles as those which governed in forming the estimate for the year 1823, may 
be satisfactorily presented as the basis of an estimate for the year 1824. With 
this view, the Secretary has the honon to state ; 

Ist, That the gross amount of duties on imports and tonnage, which accrued 
from the Ist of January to the 30th’ September last, inclusive, is estimated at 
$17,800,000 ; and that of the whole year at $21,000,000. Of this sum, that 
portion which accrued in the first half of the year, is about ¢ 1,000,000 less than 
thet of the same period in the preceding year ; and that which accrued in’ the 
three first quarters of the year, is estimated at $1,700,000 less than that of the 
corresponding quarters of the preceding year. 

2d, That the debentures issued during the three first quarters of the year 
1823, amounted to $3,412,000; which exceeds the amount issued during the 
corresponding period of the year 1922, by $1,500,000; and the. amount of de- 
bentures outstanding on the 30th September last, and chargeable upon the reve- 
nue of 1824, was ¢1,495,000 ; which is $500,000 more than was, on the same 
day, in 1822, chargeable upon the revenue of 1823. 

3d, That the value of domestic articles exported from the United States, in the 
year ending on the 30th of September last, amounted to $47,155,711; being 
$2,748,568 less than those exported in the year preceding ; and the value of fo- 
reigw articles exported in the year ending ou the 30th September last, was 
$27,530,469 ; being $5,244,267 more than those exported in the preceding year. 

4th, That the aggiegate value of the imports into the United States, during 
the year ending on the 30th September last, is estimated at $77,496,432 ; which 
is less, by $5,755,109, than those imported in the preceding year. 

5th, That the amount of eustom-house bonds, in suit, which, on the 30th, of 
September, 1820, was $3,130,000, was, on the same day,iv the year 1822, 
$2,795,000, aud in the year 1823, 42,817,000; whence it appears, that, al- 
thoagh a reduction of $315,000 had taken place duving the whole period, yet 
the amount ip suit on the 30th of September last, was greater, by $22,000, than 
on the same day of the year preceding. 





» Upon @ consideration of all these facts, aud the conclusions deducible from 


ji them, the receipts from the customs, in the year 1824, may be estimated at 


16,500,000. , 
A considerable portion of the lands relinquished ‘under the act of the 2d of 
March, 1821, will be brought into market in the ensuing year: but, as it is yet 
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uncertain to whatextent thisamay be deemed advisable, and as thesale of these 
lands will probably absorb a great portion of the means of those who are pre- 
pared to make investments tn the public lands, it is considered prudent not to 
estimate the receipts from this source of revenue at more than $1,600,000 ; al- 
though itis believed, that they will exceed thatsum.

Under the existing laws, there is no probability that any portion of the ba- 
lance remaining in the Treasury on the Ist of January, 1824, or of the surplus 
which may accrue during that year, can be applied to the discharge of the pub- 
lic debt, until the Ist of January, 1825, 
general prosperity of the nation, that so large an amount should be drawn from 
the hands of individuals, and suffered to lie inactive in the vaults of the Banks. 
Ou the other hand, the high rate of interest of the great amount of debt which 
becomes redeemable on the Ist of January, 1825, renders it inexpedient for the 
Government to apply to other objects any portion of the means which it may 
possess of making so advantageous a reimbursement. It is believed, however, 
that every inconvenience may be obviated, if authority be given for the purchase 
of the seven per cent, stock, amounting to $8,610,000, during the year 1824, at 
such rates as may be consistent with the public interest. As it is now certain 
that the Government will possess ample means to redeem that stock on the Ist 
of January, 1825, it is presumed that the holders will be willing to dispose of it, 
during the interval, at a fair price; and, as a gradual conversion of it into money, 
at such times and in such portions as would be most favorable to its reinvest- 
ment, would be most advantageous to the moneyed transactions of the commu- 
nity, it is presumed that it would be most acceptable to the holders.” 

It is, therefore, respectfully proposed, that the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund, be authorized to purchase the seven per cent. stock, during the eusuing 
year, at the following rates above the principal sum purchased : 

1. For all stock purchased before the Ist of April next, at a rate not exceed- 
ing $1 25 ou every $100, in an addition to the interest due on such stock on that 
day. 

2. For all stock purchased between the Ist of April and the Ist of July next, 
ata rate not exceeding 75 cents on every $100, in addition to the interest due 
on the last mentioned day. 

3. For all stock purchased between the Ist of July and the Ist of October next, 
at a rate not exceeding, on every $100, the amount of the interest which would 
have accrued on the last mentioned day. 

4. For all stock purchased between the Ist of October, 1824, and the Ist Ja- 
nuary, 1825, the principal and iaterest due on the day of purchase. 

In proposing to the consideration of Congress this application of the surplus 
means of the years 1823 and 1824, the probable demands upon the Goverument, 
in providing for the awards of the commissioners under the treaty with Spain, of 
the 22d February, 1819, have not been overlooked. Itis believed, however, that 
funds may be advantageously supplied for the discharge of those claims, by the 
issue and sale, at not less than par, of five per cent. stock, redeemable in 1832; 
and it is respectfully proposed that authority be given for that purpose. 

Of the $10,331,000 of six per cent. stock, redeemable in 1525, about aera 
will probably be redeemed in that year; and there will remain unredeemed, af- 
ter the application of all the means at the disposal of the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, about $5,331,000. This sum, it is believed, may be readily ex- 
changed for five per cent. stock, redeemable in 1833 : and it is respectfully sug- 
gested that provision be made by law, forsuch an exchange of so much of the six 
per cent. stock as shal} not be redeemed during the year 1825. 

The views which are berein preseuted, are founded upon the idea, that no 
extraordinary expenditure is to be incurred, If, however, it be deemed advi- 
sable to give increased extension or activity to the Navy, or to aid in objects of 
internal improvement, it is believed that such additional means as may be re- 
quired, may be obtained by a judicious revision of the tariff. Such a measure 
was recommended in the last annual report, with a view both to the increase of 
the revenue and the simplification of its colléction; and further reflection and 
experience have tended to strengthen the opinion then entertained, that'its ope- 
ration, without being onerous to the community, wouk! be advantageous to the 
revenue, salutary to commerce, and beneficial to the manufacturers of the coun-

lation of the Slave trade, in that particular section of country lying 
adjacent to the river Mesurado : this, with me, was a consideration 
not without its influence. The foundation of the fortress being 
commenced, with the assistance of the Kroo-men, ite progress was 
rapid ; alaerity gave animation and activity, and promised a spee- | 
dy completion. of a competent defence. In fifteen days, a circular 
massive work of stone, measuring 112 feet in circumference, eight 
feet in thickness, and ten feet in elevation, was seen to tower 
above the surrounding heights, commanding the site forthe town, 
and a-wide range of the circumjacent country ; capable of inter- 
cepting, by its position, any movement, made either within or 
without the bar of Mesurado river. In my expectations I was not 
disappointed. During the time this work was progressing, I had 
frequent opportunities of discovering its effect in neutralizing, in no 
small degree, the menacing designs of the natives. Every day 
brought me additional proof of a change in their intentions, wrought 
by an amicable and conciliatory conduct, conjoined with prepara- 
tions for defence—formidable to any eye, but with them to al! ap- 








pearance impracticable. I was happy in perceiving this revolution 
in their sentiments, this change in their designs: as a friendly un- 
derstanding with the powerful chiefs of the neighboring villages, is 
the true policy to be observed on the part of the emigrants at Me- 
surado. While this fortress was advancing, other operations, cal- | 
culated in an eminent manner to improve the settlement, were | 
also undertaken and carried through: indeed, nothing was left un- 

done which had the power to do ; conceiving that both the spirit | 
and letter of your instructions required the performance of every 
thing which a limited means rendered practicable, tending in any 
way to ensure the success of an establishment instituted for colo- 
nizing the free men of color of the Unjted States, and for the recep- 
tion of captured emancipated slaves : objects commanding the ap- 
probation of every human heart, and the benedictions of thou- 
sands, who are to be benefited by their accomplishment. While 
1 witnessed with satisfaction the laudable andertakings drawing to 
a completion, I felt no small impatience to leave the coast betore 
the commencement of the “ rains”—frequent tornadoes, warning 
me of their approach, leaving impressions on my mind by no means 
tending to reconcile me to a stay of many days. ‘The health of 
my crew was, at this time, comparatively good, considering the 
lenath of time we had experienced the debilitating effect of tro- 
pical beat, and I felt no small anxiety to preserve them in this 
state; for the.service they were yet to encounter in the West In- 
dies—a hope fondly indulged, but in which 1 was cruelly disap- 
pointed. 

Our labors were nearly at a close, when my Surgeon was sud- 
denly taken down, and on the sixth day was no more! The sick 
list received several names in the course of a few days ; cases al 
first apparently slight, speedily assumed the symptoms of the coast 
fever! ‘The appearance of this disease determined me, especially | 
as the castle was finished, to delay no time in removing from the | 
coast. Inu pursuance of this resolution, the crew were forthwith | 
embarked, and the ship immediately put to sea. This measure, 
carried into effect with promptitude, eacouraged a hope that there 
would be an end to a malady understood to be peculiar to the 
African coast, generated by the miasma and poisonous exhalations 
from vegetable decomposition aad a deleterious atmosphere, thrown 
from waters which, alter the annual deluge has subsided, become 

ant and pestilential. 
“0 was a expectation, from so salutary a charge ; this ex- 
pectation doubtless would have been realized, had the winds been 
snfficiently fresh and favorable to have enabled us to reach, in a 
‘short time, a higher latitude. It was not, however, our good for- 
tune to be thus propitiated—but the reverse was our lot—logs, 
calms, with an alteration of rains and intense suns, rendered our 
situation truly deplorable, end rapidly increased our sick fist, so 
that, on the 25th of April, seven days after putting the ship tosea, 
the sick report contained the names of sixty of my officers and 
crew, and was for some time diminished only by death—not in fact 
diminished, for death but made room for others, brought down with 
similat symptoms, and threatened with a similar fate. ‘The ex- 
‘treme humidity of the atmosphere, and the confined state of the 
ship, in consequence of torrents of ruin, had changed, in @ great 
degree, the character of this distemper, giving it all the features vu:

attendant on this fever; they assumed a compound and multifarious 
appearance, not always equally violent, bul in most cases equally 
fatal. In many instances, a general suffusion took place, the body 
exhibiting a deep yellow tinge, together with a highly discolored 
tongue—delirium, madness, instant prostration of strength, with 
convulsive contortions, carrying the victims off suddenly. Ia other 
cases, the symptoms were wholly different, vital decay producing 
a slow and destructive debility, resulting in extinction of life.”

From Dr. Ayres to the Secretary of the Navy. 
Monrovia, Africa, July 18, 1823. 

Sir: A few days after landing in Africa, all the new comers 
were taken ill; there has but one escaped the sickness ; we have 
lost eight of our number. The colonists who were out before, 
have been very healthy ; there has not been a cave of fever among 
them since | have been out. We are now all on the mend, but 
attended with a great degree of debility. 

The captured Africans have been constantly employed in the 
defence of the colony, during the Jate war with the natives ; and, 
since that time, the urgency of the affairs of the colony have been 
such that they have heen constantly employed in preparing a de- 
fence for the place, which has deprived them of the opportunity of 
acquiring that information of agriculture and the mechanical arts 
which would benefit them in acquiring a livelihood in civilized 
life, according to the humane inteutions of the President, express- 
ed in his message toCongress, and approved by them. 

Owing to this circumstance, I thought it my hounden duty to re- 
tain them a year longer, at the charge of the United States, to ac- 
complish this purpose. I have placed them under the care of the 
Rev. Lot Carey, a colored man. A part of each day they are to 
attend, and the remainder of their time to labor, under the imme- 
diate care of Mr. Carey, in clearing and cultivating the Jand, 
whereby they will acquire a knowledge that will benefit them 
through life. Their labor is always to be under my immediate di- 
reciion. 

I have not been able to settle the accounts of Mr. Macauley yet.

so that | am without the possibility of communication with Sierra 
Leone, and unable to accomplish it. 

The goods received in the Colony from the Trading Company 
of Ballimore, will enable me to dispose with the necessity of draw- 
ing bills on London for necessaries, but can draw directly on the 
Government.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of representatives of the United States 
of America in Congres Issembled, That, from aud after the thirteenth day of 
June, one thousand eight hundred and twenty-four, in lieu of the duties now im- 
posed by law on the importation of the artcles hereinafter mentioned, there shall 
be levied, collected, and paid, the following duties, that is to say : 

First. On all manufactures of wool, or of which wool shall be a component 
part, aduty of thirty per centum ad valorem, until the thirtieth day of June, 
one thousand eight hundred and twenty-five; and after that time, a duty of 
thirty-three and one third per centum ad valorem: Provided, That, from and 
alter the said thirtieth day of June, 1824, all woollen cloths,or cloths of which wool 
shall be a component material, (excepting carpets and carpeting, blankets, flan- 
nels, baizes, and other unmilled woollen and worstéd or stuff goods) the original 
costs of which, at the place whence imported, with Che addition of ten per centum, 
Shall be less than eighty. cents per square yard/ shall, with such addition, be 
deeiwwed and taken to have cost eighty cents per square yard, and shail be 
charged with daty accordingly : 4nd provided, also, That all flannels and baizes, 
and all other unmilled woollen c'oths, or cloths of which wool shall be a compo- 
nent material, excepting carpets and carpeting, and blankets, the original cost 
of whieh, at the place whence imported, with the addition of ten per centum, 
shall be less than forty cents per square yard, shall, with such addition, be taken 
and deemed to have cost forty cents per square yard, and shall be charged with 
duty accordingly. 

Second. On ail manufactures, not herein specified, of cotton, silk, fax, or he mp, 
or. of which eitber of these materials shall be a component part, a duty of twen- 
ty-five per ceutum ad valorem: Provided, That all cotton cloths whatsoever, or 
c oths Of which cotton shail be a component material, excepting nankvens im- 
ported directly from China, the original cost of which, at the place whence im- 
ported, with the addition of twenty per centum if imported from the Cape of 
‘Good Hope, or any place beyond it; and of ten per ceutum if imported from 
any Other place, shall be less than thirty-five cents per square yard, shall, with
